Boston, Mass., Aug. 20k—Governor 
Edward Ik Dunne, of Illinois, address­ 
ed the conference of governors today 
in favor of the abolition of capital 
punishment, which 
he 
pronounced 
“wrong in theory and in act.” Ile said 
the principal argument advanced b.f 
the supporters of capital punishment 
was that it acted as a crime; deterrent, 
but he doubted that it ever had de­ 
terred hr that it now deterred. 
He 
cited a number of incidents from his­ 
tory to show that even in the dayfc 
when penalties inflicted 
for 
crime 
were most severe, the extreme meas­ 
ures taken failed to suppress crime. 
Coming down to the present day, lie 
said: 
“I am not going to attempt to slip­ 
py t my arguments by elaborate quo­ 
te,, ions from statistics. There are cer­ 
tain figures, however, which are rat li­ 
er significant, if not conclusive.

fer to the statistics of

census bureau of 1910, with reference 
to the effect of the death penalty upon

practicing it evidence a spirit as piean 
md contemptible as the malice which 
miniates the midnight assassin. 
“Three years ago I had the pleasure 
*f addressing th*is conference in Rich­ 
mond. 
My remarks were telegraphed 
hroughout the nation, 
and 
I 
was 
leralded to the world as a chief exeeu 
ive who advocated mob violence. 
I 
lo not propose to go int*) a discussion 
pf that here; it is entirely beside the 
luestion. Suffice it for me to say that 
n the south, the lynching of a man 
or the minion* amable crime is a pro- 
ection to our civilization, while the 
iractice of this ‘third degree* violates 
he letter of our constitution at its 
nest vital point and is a blow' to the 
vhole spirit of our institutions. 
In 
ho south an aroused mob is an out- 
aged community which carries out 
he Iawr, but brushes aside with mighty 
‘cree the law’s technicalities ami de­ 
lays. There is no hypocritical, sancti­ 
monious 
violation 
of 
fundamental 
•ights under the cloak of law by those 
(worn to uphold the law; the deed is 
open, and civilization ami justice arc 
vindicated. 
And when mobs are no 
longer possible, liberty will be dead. 
“The chief executive of a state has 
not a more serious duty nor graver 
responsibility than the obligation im­ 
posed upon him in dealing with pris­ 
oners—and by prisoners I mean to 
include those in jail awaiting trial. 
“A state or a nation that allows its 
(prisoners to suffer cruelties is guilty 
of a greater crime than the prisoners 
hemselves have committed. 
“We have prisons and prison moth-] 
>ds in the United States today which 
ire a disgrace to any civilization. 
“When I assumed the office of gov­ 
ernor of South Carolina, I inaugurated 
n my state the parole system, and 
granted hundreds of paroles. 
I was 
as vigorously condemned on the one 
hand and as heartily praised on the 
other for nearly every 
decision 
I 
cached upon each individual case as 
my man who has ever been in public 
life in the history of this country. 
I 
cared not for the condemnation or the 
praise. 
The parole system which I 
inaugurated was entirely successful. 
Out of the hundreds of paroles grant­ 
ed. very few' failed to lead good lives. 
“I believe more firmly today than 


are not connected in any way, direct­ 
ly or indirectly, with the institution. 
The people of the nation would be 
horrified if they knew' of the fearful 
brutality practiced in our prisons— 
the merciless whippings, the electric 
shocks, and other forms of shocking 
cruelty. 
“In the majority of cases the family 
of a prisoner suffers more than the 
prisoner himself . It seems to me that 
much of this suffering could be re­ 
lieved 
by 
paying to the dependent 
family of a prisoner a small compen­ 
sation for the prisoner’s labor.

Mr. Rockefeller and about a dozen 
of the nineteen past and present di­ 
rectors under indictment 
sought 
to 
have the government detail specified 
violations covered in its charge. They 
complained that the charge may in­ 
definite in many respects. 
Counsel for the government opposed 
the motion on the grounds that the 
acts complained of were well known 
to the defendants, and that to require 
the government 
to 
furnish . detail 
charges would impose an unnecessary 
burden on it, as well as consume con­ 
siderable time in preparation. 
Delay of six months to a year, it is 
estimated, will result from the ruling 
of the court.
